But be that 
as it may, there are none of its neigh- 
bors better blessed with basins of pla- 
cers ‘and pastures, gold lodes, silver 
ledges, coal beds, iron hills and fertile 
hollows, where mining—with industry 
and enterprise—is certain of success, 
and where the fickleness cf Fortune 
will b@ frowned by tho fertility of the 
soil.

THE BOUNTY BILL. 


Wilson's bill for the equatization of boun- | 
ties. We hope it will be passed: 
Section first provides that to each and 
evory soldier w 
the United States in the late war of the 
rebellion, and who has been, or who may. 
hereafter be, honorably discharged there.‘ 
from, there shall be paid, except as here- 
inafter a bounty of eight aud 
one-thir 
of service rendered. 


be paid to each soldier under the provi- 


| sions of this act, deductions shall be made 


for any and all pay ments of bounty made, 
or agreed to be made, by the United 
States, so that in no case will any soldier 


eight and one-third dollars foreach or 
any month of any service; and nu baunty | 
whatever shall be paid to any soldier who 
has deserted from the service, nor to any 
soidier who was a prisoner of war at the 
time of éAlistment, ior to’ any soldier 
who has been discharged at his own re- 
quest, unless for the purpose of accept- 
ing promotion or appointment in the ar- 
my or navy, or who has been discharged 
at the request of parents, guardians, or 
other persons, or on the ground of mi- 
nority. 

Section third provides that any soldier 
who has bartered, sold, assigned, trans- 
ferred, loaned, exchanged or given AWAY 
his firial discharge papers, or any interest 
in any bounty provided by this or an 
other act of Congress, shall not be ent- 
tled to receive any bounty whatever un- 
der this act, and before payment is made 
to any -gqldier he shall be required to 
make vath or affirmation that neither 16 
discharge papers nor any interest, 
afuresaid, in any bounty: has been so bar 
tered, suld, assigned, transferred, ex- 
changed, loaned, or given qway. 

Section fourth provides that in the 
payment of the bounty herein provided 
for, it shall be the duty of the Paymaster 
General, under such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary ef War, to examine the account of 
each and every svldier now living to 
whom the said bounty is payable, and 
upon ascertaining the amount due to 
cuuse the same to be transmitted to an 
assistant treasurer, national bank, United 
States paymaster, pension agent, or other 
person to be designated by the Secretary 
ef War, and stationed in or near the 
same county or district with the claim- 
ant, who shall pay the said bounty to the 
soldier himself, and to no other person, 
and who shall require the identification 
of said soldier by affidavit of two respect- 
able persons, residents of said county or 
distriet, and under no circumstances 
whatever shall any agent, attorney, or 
third person be allowed to act or oF 
tuke part in the prosecution, collection, 
remittance, ar payment of claims for said 
bounty, extept the person or persons de- 
signated for thut purpose by the Secre- 
t ry of Was;- ner oh 
torney, transfer, or assignment be re- 
cognized or entertained by any accouut- 
ing officer or- disbursing agent of the Gov- 
ernment in the settlement or payment of 
claims fur said bounty; and the said bounty 
shall be paid to the ‘lege of deceased sol- 
diers, whose claims shall be received and 
settled by the Second Auditor of the 
Treasury, a3 now provided by law. 

Section fifth provides that the proceeds 


of the tax now laid, and of any tax which 


may hereafter be laid, on cotton, shall be 
set apart as a fund ‘for the payment of 
the bounties herein provided fur, and for 
the extinguishment of any debt incurred 
in payment of said bounties.
